Ideally, perhaps. But not practically. 

David McAlindin, the ciiy’.s 
economic (level qpnient director, 
explains that tearing down or 
restoring those old buildings is too 
“expens i V e ‘ roF” .rf^iva-ic' dcC'clO]TCrTO”' 
show a proFit.

Twin Falls has an excellent 
opportunity to move- in another 
direction - if wc have the foresight 
and courage to do so. Let us seize the 
opportunity, and see what kind of 
community a.ssct wc can build from 
that collection of eyesores.

I didn't want to 
write anythlirsrt-didtfrwnnrto-tie-fliiy^ 
tliing-My big break — and a.liirge port 
of iny psyche wanted me to Just go in 
my office and close the door." 

Canvey,siood,wi'h me in the darkened 

wings of NBC's Studio 8B at Rocke- 
feller Center in ManluUtan, waiting for 
his cue onstage to film it TV promo for 
Sauirday Night Live.'Vot seven seasons, 
he was perhaps the most versatile play- 
er among its ensemble. Last year, his 
stardom was vastly incaxrased by liie box- 
office success of Wayne's World, one 
of the highest-grossing films"dn992. 
Now the comic is no longer a regular on 
SNL, but he'll still make guest appear- 
ances in his various guisas. As we talked. 

- “he was made-up in one of those guises - 
— as Ross Perot,- in a gray wig. wirc- 
rimmed glasses, jug cars and a big fake 
nose. Ciuvey spoke quietly, and 1 sensed 
his nervousness and insecurity.

He 
did impersonations of John Wayne, 
Jimmy Stewart and Howard Cosell and 
told some mildly risqud Star Trell: jokes. 

That first show wo.s a step forward, 
because the club's manager liked Carvey 
and invited him back. Tlierearter. he 
honed his act in other club.s in die Bay 
Arearand within eight month.s he won 
the San Francisco, Stand-Up Co'medy 
Competition— although it would be a 
while before he could support himself 
financially from comedy alone. 

"The first year, I didn't m.ake any mon 
cy,” he said. "It was painful. A lot of times 
I thought it was all over for me. ButT was 
lucky. I had something that chose me.” 

I asked what he me.ant. "I don't know. 
It chose me," Garvey said. "I had episodes 
early in my childho^ that made me lliink 
I should do comedy. I was essentially 
shy, but I was funny around my very

A SMALL GROUP OF PHYSICIANS 
asserted that a drug called estrogen, taken in pill form 
to suppicincnl the natural female hormone estrogen, 
could keep women young— with smooth, unwrin- 
kled skin, strong bones and youthful sexual capaci- 
ty intact. Morcover. they said, die estrogen supplement 
' eliminated or limited such menopausal symptoms as 
hot flashes, increased facial and body hair, mood 
swings, insomnia and night sweats. 

Tlicn came the bad news: Studies suggested that es- 
trogen caus^ti cancer and also would stimulate the 
growili of csirogcn*dcpcndcm cancers of the breast.

doctors quickly dropped estrogen for treatment of menopause. 
But the doctors also a.ss ured women under age 35 that estrogen 
supplemcniaiion was safe for tlicm and Uiat they ran a low risk 
of breast cancer. So young women kept using birth-conilol pills 
with estrogen. Later studies revealed that the birth-control pills 
even protected young women against some malignancies. 

Now supplemental estrogen again is being hailed not only for 
keepi ng women you ng bi it also for keepin g them aliv e and 
licaliliicr longer. Studies sliow that menopausal women taking 
estrogen gain two or three extra years of life. Estrogen also has 
been shown to lower cholesterol buildup and to delay heart dis- 
ease, which kills 900.000 Americans yearly and affects about 
half of those over age 55. 

Dr. William Castclli, who heads the Framingham, Mass., 


study of heort-aiiack risks, points out that 90% of 
heart-attack victims do not die but straggle on, dis- 
abled, for years. “If I can delay or eliminate that heart 
attack or stroke,” Dr. Castclli say.s, "I can save many 
older people years of pain and disability. Prescribing 
a supplement of the female liormonc estrogen is prov* 
ing to be one way to do that for many women."

Estrogen .supplementation also has been shown to I 
help protect against osteoporosis, the thinning of 

-bones — a-condition-thaUaffccLs-about half-of all 

menopausal women and which speeds up rapidly in 
the first few years of menopause. 

A woman’s ovaries normally produce the hor- 
mones estrogen and progesterone from the onset of 

menstruation in adolescence through menopause, 

when menstruation stops, generally between the ages 
of 45 and 55. In Estrogen Rfcplaccmcnt Therapy 
(ERT), only estrogen is fuplaccd. in Hormone Kc^ 
placement Therapy (HRT), both estrogen and pro- 
gesterone are replaced. Studies show that combin- 
ing the hormones seems to provide belter rcsuh.s. 

Doctors caution that tlicrc arc women who will be 
at risk from either therapy, but Dr. C. Wayne Bardin, 

— medical director of the Population Council, a non- 
profit research organization, and an expert on estro- 
gen— is emphatic in his praise: "It looks like the overall ben- 
efits of estrogen troaiment far exceed the risk." he says. "Not 
only does it b^fit the heart, it can slow down the escapepf cal- 
cium from bones, preventing fractures of the hip and spine.

Karen K. Steinberg headed a team at tiie Centers for 
Disease Control in Atlanta that researched 16 inves- 
tigations of estrogen and breast cancer in older women. 
These investigations dated to the early 1970s. "After 
45 years of estrogen use," Slcinbc^says,"wc found 
about 1500 extra breast-cancer deaths a year among 
3 million women, ages 45 to 64. who had been ex- 
posed to estrogens lor 15 ywrs. From a research van- 
tage point, the protective cfleci on heart disease may 
outweigh the breast-cancer risk. But not, certainly, 
from the viewpoint of ihe.women who get breast can- .
